Resolution No. 0372-10 May 11, 2010

Resolution authorizing the settlement of a claim for damage to a
Franklin County Sheriff’'s Office Detective vehicle (Sheriff)
($922.08)

WHEREAS, on March 8, 2010, a Franklin County Sheriff’'s Office
Detective vehicle was involved in an auto accident at the intersection of
East Mound Street and South Third Street; and

WHEREAS, a vehicle owned by Shamrock Taxi and driven by
Ghibray Haulemarnu, ran a red light and struck a Sheriff's Office
Detective vehicle driven by Deputy Jeffrey Reed; and

WHEREAS, both vehicles sustained damage in the accident, but no
injuries were reported at the time of the accident; and

WHEREAS, the insurance company for Shamrock Taxi, International
Taxicab Association of Columbus, Inc., has offered to pay Nine Hundred
Twenty Two Dollars and Eight Cents ($922.08) for the property damage to
the Detective vehicle in the accident that occurred on March 8, 2010, and
Shamrock Taxi has accepted contingent on approval by the
Commissioners; and

WHEREAS, the above described settlement fairly compensates the
Franklin County Commissioners and the Franklin County Sheriff’s Office for
the property damage to their vehicle; and

WHEREAS, the above described settlement, recommended by
Franklin County Fleet Management, and the Prosecuting Attorney’s Office
deems it to be in the best interest of the Franklin County Commissioners
and the Franklin County Sheriff’s Office to accept the vehicle property
damage claim for Nine Hundred Twenty Two Dollars and Eight Cents
($922.08); and

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS, FRANKLIN
COUNTY, OHIO;

1. That the above-referenced settlement in the amount of Nine
Hundred Twenty Two Dollars and Eight Cents ($922.08) is in the
best interest of the Franklin County Commissioners, the Franklin
County Sheriff's Office and the Department of Fleet Management
and the same is hereby approved.
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2. That upon receipt of Nine Hundred Twenty Two Dollars and Eight
Cents ($922.08) from International Taxicab Association of
Columbus, Inc., the above-referenced property damage claim shall
be settled between the Shamrock Taxi Service, their successors and
assigns, and/or their heirs, executors and administrators, and also
any and all other persons, associations, and corporations who may
be jointly or severally liable to the Franklin County Commissioners,
the Franklin County Sheriff’s Office and the Department of Fleet
Management.

3. The Franklin County Commissioners authorize the Director of
Franklin County Fleet Management to accept the check payable to
Franklin County in the amount of Nine Hundred Twenty Two Dollars
and Eight Cents ($922.08).

4, The Franklin County Commissioners authorize the Director of
Franklin County Fleet Management to sign the release of property
damage as required by International Taxicab Association of
Columbus, Inc.
